‘Northern Essex is a community college - the name defines 
and describes the college and its purpose,’’ said Eugene F,, Connolly, 
director of public relations and the newly appointed acting chairman 
of the communications department in an interview recently. 

Speaking from his office in room 108, among his news releases 
and the college’s press clippings, Connolly described his concept 
of what a community college and its members are. He said: ‘The 
community college, in these times, should and can offer all the 
things people need for their work and cultural lives.”’ 

Connolly is primarily concerned, as director of public relations, 
with relating these ideas to the public, to try to have the community 
see the college for what it is, not through a lot of ads and news 
releases, but by letting the activities of the college speak for them- 
selves. 

Later, elaborating on the communications department, he said 
that it is the largest department in the college and it is loaded with 
potential. His philosophy, which directly influences his approach to 


the department is that the department should ‘‘Try to use the faculty’ 


and college resources we have to teach the programs in our depart- 
ment in such a way that the students are given every opportunity to 
see all they can see. Secondly, we should provide the opportunity 
for members of the department to use all the abilities they have to 
the fullest to provide themselves with as much professional fulfill- 
ment as possible.”’ 

Gene Connolly graduated from Central Catholic High in Lawrence, 
earned his Bachelor of Arts in English at Marist College, N.Y., his 
master’s degree at St. John’s University in Brookline and has done 
additional post-master’s work at Boston University and Boston Col- 
lege. The fact that he was reared in Lawrence and got much of his 
education in the area of the college gives Connolly an extra advan- 
tage in his job as public relations director. He can better understand 
the demands of the community and the needs of the students of this

““ Lets Get Together ”’ 


Education, as we know it, is an involved and intricate process, It 
means hours of classroom lectures, many more hours of home study, 
perhaps even a trip to the library for research. Unfortunately, it 
seems, a great many of us ignore the numerous other aspects that 
help us acquire the undefinable thing that is education. 

I address my words not only to the students here, but to the mem- 
bers of the faculty, the staff and our administrators, 

In this hurry up, make a decision, get somewhere, step on someone 
world, we’re forgetting that we can learn much from the people a- 
round us. Knowing how to live withpeople, to work with them, under- 
stand and share with them is muchmore important than the facts and 
figures we might glean from some long winded scholar’s textbook. 

The United States has often been called the melting pot of the world. 
Northern Essex might be deemed the melting pot of community col- 
leges. Our students are fresh from high school and newly returned 
from service in Vietnam. They come to us from other colleges and 
even prep schools, Our faculty is well chosen. They come to us from 
all over the country; their backgrounds are as different as any group 
of people could be. Our staff is usually efficient. Our administrators 
work hard and faithfully to make good higher education possible. With 
the homogeneous mixture of personalities represented here, one 
thing puzzies me, though -- why don’t we work together? 

Instead of making our own little, separate, exclusive worlds and 
building up walls to keep others out -- why can’t we get together 


to work toward our common goal of education? 


Instead of working exclusive- 
ly toward our own selfish goals, 
let’s aim for one common goal - 
education, 

If a student is to cut a class, 
let him first decide if his ex- 
cuse for missing the class is 
valid - is what he does instead 
of the class, contributing to his 
total education? (Card playing 
and just hanging in the lounge 
can hardly advance ones educa- 
tion.) ee 


If a faculty member counts 
cuts and holds it against a stu- 
dent, let him: first decide if it 
is his pride that makes him 
count cuts, (Something along the 
lines of, how dare they insult 
me by not attending my class) 
I have heard from many faculty 
members that they count cuts 
because class attendance in the 
subjects they teach is extremely 
important; too much material 
is covered in one class session 
for astudent to simply cut classes 
for no good purpose. This reason 
for counting cuts: may be a good 
one, but it is patronizing to say 
the least. If a particular stu- 
dent is not intelligent enough to 
realize what classes he must 
attend regularly to gain the best 
advantage of the subject, then 
that student simply isn’t ready 
for the responsibilities of college 
life, 

If a staff member is unco- 
operative to a student, faculty 
member, fellow staff member, 


or administrator, let him re- 
member that his job is service 
to the college community, He 
is not a self-employed agent 
whose actions and decisions af- 
fect only himself or his busi- 
ness. 

If an administrator gets too 
tied up and involved to be able 
to look at everything at our 
school in total perspective, let 
him step back from the hub- 
bub of his daily routing and, 
perhaps, recall he is here to 
administrate the affairs of ed- 
ucation - not to play business 
executive. 

Basically, my views are stu- 
dent orientated. I firmly believe 
in the fact that Northern Essex 
Community College was found- 
ed to serve the educational needs 
of her students first, Any other 
reasons for running an institu- 
tion such as Northern Essex, 
should be directly related to 
the main goal of this college. 

Let’s re-assess our values 
and ambitions; stop working 
against each other, There should 
be no top man, rather a top 
goal for all - EDUCATION, 

Stop playing games; cut the 
damn rhetoric; open our eyes 
and ears to each other. Let’s 
stop talking about how wonder- 
ful this place could be, and let’s 
dig in, get our hands dirty for 
once, 

Let’s give ourselves a chance 
for a total education - now!

The Realities 


One accomplishment of John F, Kennedy’s administration, and one 
of the things that he may be best remembered for, was the revamping 
and revitalizing of the U.S, Army’s Special Forces; the Green Berets. 
This was notan easy task, it calledfor not only an immense amount of 
money, but also, the establishment of training centers and schools 
that could turn out men who were able to survive under any and 
every condition imaginable. Among these, the Jungle Survival School, 
is perhaps the best known. 

A few years ago, it was quite fashionable for Madison Avenue and 
Hollywood to use the term ‘‘jungle’’ for just about every conceivable 


. situation that included two or more people. Inkeeping with the jargon 


of our times, and the Army’s concept of training people to survive 
under unusual circumstances, I would like to propose that all insti- 
tutions of ‘‘higher education’’ start teaching their students how to 
survive in urban America, The concept of this course, as I said be- 
fore, would be the survival concept, and its name could be anything 
from Urban Jungle Survival One to Asphalt Jungle Survival. A sample 
curriculum would probably go something like this; 
HOME IS,... 

Let us first consider the problem of recognition. We will be able 
to know best when we’ve arrived by our five senses; Visually, the 
very core of the ‘jungle’ will be more easily recognized when we look 
for signs like, smoke stacks that reachoutand strangle the skies, or 
billowing clouds of smoke or dust of just plain old smog. Finally, of 
course, our best indication of whether or not we’re in the ‘jungle’ will 
be foamy or discolored waters. This includes rivers, streams, and 
oceans. 

The respiratory system will be another helpful guide in determining 
not only where you are but also what you’ll have to do in order to 
survive. The ‘gag reflex’ when functioning properly will most often be 
stimulated by the smell of burning coal, rubber, carbon monoxide, and 
otherwise noxious fumes. 

We must condition our sense of touch to the feel or murky water, 
omnipresent dust, and filth in and on everything that we come in 
contact with. We must also teach our taste-buds to become keen to 
nitrogenated milk, radiated meat, and artificial flavorings that will 
replace polluted artificial flavorings. 

The most crucial aspect of our projected course will be the sense 
of hearing. Keen auditory nerves anda well-developed mind are vital. 
Conditioning these might start with getting used to hearing phrases 
like ‘‘Food Poisoning,’’ ‘‘Mutated Animal Offspring,’’ ‘‘Oil Slick 
Kills Marine Wild Life,’’ ‘‘Mother’s Breast Milk Found to be Con- 
taminated,’’ and ‘‘DDT Found to Cause Vaginal Bleeding in Fe- 
males.’’ We should also become familiar with suchindustrial propa- 
ganda and advertising slogans as, ‘‘Tomorrow’s Progress,”’ ‘‘Con- 
venient Living,’’ ‘‘Better Things For Better Living Through Chemis- 
try,’”’? and ‘‘Better Tomorrows Through Industry.’”’ Finally it would 
be truly an asset if we were to learn a little bit of governmental 
jargon like, ‘‘Prohibitive Costs,’’ ‘‘Defense Priorities,’’ ‘‘Reduction 
of Excessive Spending to Effect Conservation Policies,’’ and, finally, 
‘*Next Year’s Budget.”’ 

This ‘‘survival course’’ was a pretty easy thing to design. The 
sensual recognition involved simply looking around and taking a 
few notes, The ‘phrases’ quoted above are all taken from last week’s 
newspapers. And, the ‘governmental jargon’ came from one night’s 
viewing of two televised newscasts, 

I would hope, that ifanyone were totake such a course as this, they 
would fail beautifully. Unfortunately, I fear that far too many people 
would pass with proverbial ‘flying colors.’’ In a school such as this, 
most generally the people who would passa course like the one I just 
outlined, are going to be the people who have always passed. These are 
the potential ‘‘leaders’’ who will sell themselves to industry for a 
five figure income. Or else, they will seek out a profession that 
carries with it the American dream of becoming middle-middle; and 
with that the American Stench of APATHY, 

For the rest of you (ifanyone is left) I would hope that you remem- 
ber something that John F, Kennedy once said, ‘‘Every Citizen Holds 
Office.’”’ To paraphrase: Every citizen has the RIGHT to change the 
system, the responsibility of being aware and keeping himself inform- 
ed, and the MORAL OBLIGATION to be sure his country and his 
government are best serving the needs of his fellow countrymen, 
BEFORE he dons the handle of ‘*‘AMERICAN,” 

But also remember that if you resign yourselfto the idea that con- 
servation, a country with clean air, summers that do not carry with 
them the feculent stench of a polluted river, and one hundred other 
things, are all beyond your power as an individual; then you also re- 
sign yourself to the idea that CORPORATE INDUSTRY IN AMERICA 
HAS JUST BOUGHT YOU OUT! And when that happens, you just may 
find yourself dead. Quite literally. Quite Dead.

Prices are another bone of 
contention with students, they 
want lower prices on new text- 
books and a section for selling 
second hand books, Susan Dowe, 
a freshman, brought out both 
points when she told us that 
“Prices are definitely too high. 
This is a state school; the state 
should pay for some cost of our 
books. Why can’t they get a sys- 
tem to sell second hand books 
at reduced rates?’’ 


Good point! Why can’t they? 
*T think the bookstore should buy 
books back from students,’’ said 
John Benjamin ‘‘and sell them 
back to students at half price,’’ 
Another senior, Carl Holmes, 
looked at it this way, ‘‘High 
priced! They should always have 
sales personnel there and books 
shouldn’t be changed every sem- 
ester making the old books ob- 
solete.” 


Services and prices are only 
the first two items mentioned, 
George Whitten feels the book- 


store should carry many more 
items necessary for school, Since 
the school only allows one tape 
on wall posters, George feels 
the bookstore ‘‘, , , ought to sell 
masking tape.’’ 


A faculty member, Rochelle 
Newman, feels she’d like to see 
‘fq greater variety of choices 
and more student help in getting 
books, Maybe even free book 
covers to promote school spirit. 
It would be easier if the red tape 
in processing book orders were 
to be eliminated,’’ 

*‘The bookstore,’’ feels Linda 
Sullivan, a senior, should sell 
paperback books for supplemen- 
tary reading in _ different 
courses.”’ 

Two student council members 
commented on the store, The 
first was Kathy Boutin who felt, 
**They don’t carry all the books 
required for some subjects and 
their hours seem to be subject 
to change without reason,”’ Faith 
Bloom said, ‘‘It’s not open enough 
hours. Why does it have to close 
for lunch, couldn’t the employees 
have staggered lunch hours?’’ 
She went on to say, ‘‘The physical 
layout is bad, they need more 
shelves and more people should 
be hired to staff the store, for 
at least the first few weeks of 
the semester,’’ 


All the students mentioned took 
time to answer my questions 
about the bookstore. Most of these 
students also signed a petition 
that was passed around on Tues- 
day, February 3. The petition 
read; 

We the undersigned students 
of N,E,C,C, feel that the College 
Bookstore is not performing its 
function properly in regards to 
operating procedures, (allowing 
only 5 to 10 students in at atime) 
or hours, We request that it be 
open from 8 o’clock until 5 
o’clock, with staggered lunch 
times for employees, during the 
first two weeks of the new sem- 
ester. One and a half hours for 
lunch is too much!
